Guide to Charm ii; 
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Oil Massage 
Used as Help 
For Dry Skin

HEREVER you spend your 
"summer, you will want your 
skin soft, moist and glamorous. 
If it is dry and sallow to begin 
with, you must stimulate the ac- 
tion of the oil glands, and the 
quickest way to do this is by 
massage with a rich oil or cream 
and cold water.

While your skin is still damp, 
spread a thick layer of pure toi- 
let lanoline over it. Olive oil may 
be used in this treatment with 
excellent results, but lanoline, be- 
ing an animal fat, is more readily 
absorbed by 
the skin. 

Now go to 
the kitchen 
and stand in 
aposition 
where you 
will get some 
of the warm 
vapors from 
the spout of 
the teakettle 
Do not stand 
close enough 
for the steam 
to feel hot on 
your skin 
Real steam- 
ing relaxes the pores too much. 
but if you just let the warm 
moisture spread over the face it 
will soften the skin sufficiently to 
hasten the absorption of the lan- 
oline. 


Next you want to stimulate the 
circulation. The oil and warm 
steam softened the skin, but this 
is only the first step of the treat- 
ment. Begin patting over your 
chin and as you pat move up just 
a fraction of an inch with each 
stroke. When you reach your 
temples, begin at the chin again 
and move upward, ending a bit 
closer in under your eyes. 

Now begin on your chest and 
pat up the neck and on the 
under-chin area. If your skin 
feels dry at any time during the 
patting, apply more lanoline. You 
will be surprised at the amount 
that your skin will absorb. 


When your skin feels glowing 
and alive, expose it to warm 
steam again. Go over the neck. 
face and forehead again with 
quick, deft patting movements, 
then massage around the eyes 
with light rotary movements. Use 
extra lanoline in this area. Re- 
peat the eye massage several 
times, then massage the forehead 
with upward and_ outward 
strokes. 


The frequency of this treat-

your skin. For some women once 


or twice a week is sufficient, but 
in. extreme cases, the lanoline 
and massage should he repeated 
every other day. Use it until your 
skin shows a definite improve- 
ment and then use it on and off 
during the summer as a sort of 
“conditioner.”
